DEAR MR. MARTIN: 


PER OUR TELEPHONE CONVERSATION I AM HAVING YOU RE-EVALUATE THE ENCLOSED 
IMMUNE COLUMBIA PATTERN. I HAVE ENCLOSED THE ORIGINAL AUCTION LABEL FROM 
THE OECHSNER SALE OF SEPTEMBER 1988. THIS PATTERN WAS SOLD TO HERBERT 
OECHSNER IN. 1955:.BY STACKS. 1 DON'T THINK | THEY WOULD SELL. HIM A COPY. 


I HAVE ENCLOSED SEVERAL OTHER ITEMS. THE PAGE FROM THE AUCTION CATALOG 
SHOWS A PICTURE OF THIS PATTERN WITH THE HOLE AT THE AREA OF THE CAP WHEN 
IT WAS PURCHASED AND THERE IS A COLOR PLATE IN THE CATALOG. 


THE PATTERN WAS SENT TO PAUL STOCKTON FOR EVALUATION TO REPAIR THE HOLE 
MR. STOCKTON IS A LIFE MEMBER OF THE ANA AND A MASTER ARTESIAN. AS HE 
NOTES IN HIS FIRST LETTER THERE WAS: ‘NO POROSITY OF THE PATTERN AT ALL. 


IN MR. STOCKTON'S NEXT LETTER HE EXPLAINS THE UNFORTUNATE COMPLICATIONS 
WHICH OCCURRED WHEN HE HEATED THE PEANCHET TO REPAIR THE PATTERN. IN 

SHORT IT COULD HAVE BEEN WORSE. THE SURFACES NOW SHOW HEAT DAMAGE UNDER 
MAGNIFICATION WHICH CERTAINLY LOOKS SUSPICIOUS FOR AN ELECTROTYPE OR 
CASTING. 

THE "EE" AND "A" OF CONSTELLATIO SHOW SOME FILLING iN THIS PATTERN. 
COMPARING PICTURES OF THE REVERSES OF THE NOVO CONSTELLATIO DIES USED IN 
BOTH THE COPPER AND SILVER PATTERNS OF THE IMMUNE COLUMBIA SERIES (CROSBY 
B-3 OBVERSE) SHOWS SEVERAL DIFFERENT DIES WERE USED. THIS CAN BE SEEN WHEN 
COMPARING ‘THE POSITION OF: THE TIP OF THE GLORY RAY WITH THE FIRST 0" IN 
COSTELLATIO. THE IMMUNE COLUMBIA OBVERSE IS ALWAYS THE SAME. THIS IS WHERE 
A PEDIGREE IS IMPORTANT. 


I STAND CORRECTED ABOUT THE SPECIFIC GRAVITY AS IT SHOULD BE RELATIVELY 
CONSTANT EXCEPT THAT THE ENCYCLOPEDIA BRITANNICA LISTS IT AS 8.95 FOR 
COPPER WHILE THE WORLD BOOK LISTS IT AS 8.92. THIS PATTERN HAS A SMALL 
NPLUG" OF “LEAD, WHICH COULD CAUSE. THE SPECIPLIC (GRAVITY TO Bi HIGHER. 2'D 
ALSO VENTURE THAT THE COPPERS OF COLONIAL TIMES CONTAINED SOLUBLE GASSES 
AS THIS PRANCHET DID ALONG WITH OTHER METALLIC IMPURITIES NOT FOUND IN 
20th CENTURY ELECTROLYTIC REFINING. 


IN REFERENCE TO THE WEIGHTS OF THE IMMUNE COLUMBIA SERIES THESE VARY FROM 
7.85 GRAMS(GARRETT SPECIMEN) TO 9.99 GRAMS FOR THE WILLIAM BARTLETT 


SPECIMEN. THIRTY PERCENT OF THE COINS ARE POROUS, CORRODED OR 
VERDIGRINOUS. PLEASE SEE MY ARTICLE IN THE NUMISMATIST JANUARY 1992. 


I SPOKE WITH ERIC P. NEWMAN (NUMISMATIC EDUCATION SOCIETY) LAST WEEK 

AND HE THINKS SOME OF THE IMMUNE COLUMBIA PATTERNS WERE STRUCK OVER 
OTHER COLONIAL OR ENGLISH COINAGE WHICH ACCOUNTS FOR THE DIFFERENCES IN 
QUALITY AND WEIGHTS ESPECIALLY IN THE SILVER PATTERNS. THIS PATTERN 
DOES NOT LOOK ANYTHING LIKE THE FALSE DIES OF DR. FRANCIS EDWARDS OF 
WHICH THERE ARE PICTURES IN CROSBY. I'M GOING TO DISCUSS THIS FURTHER 
WITH MR. NEWMAN. 


IF I CAN BE OF FURTHER ASSISTANCE IN YOUR RE-EVALUATION OF THIS PATTERN 
PLEASE CALL ME. I APPRECIATE YOUR INTEREST IN THIS CHALLENGING SERIES.

ENJOYED YOUR PAPER ON THE NOVA CONSTELLATIO NOMENCLATURE SEQUENCE. 


ICCALLED ABOUT THE IMMUNE COLUMBIA COPPER WHICH HAD BEEN CALLED A 
COPY OR ELECTROTYPE BY THE ANAAB. I DECIDED TO ‘SEND IT BACK» TO ‘THE 
ANAAB WITH APPROPRIATE BACKGROUND INFORMATION ABOUT THE PIECE. THIS 
SUPERB) EXAMPLE WAS UNFORTUNATELY DAMAGED IN REPAIRING A DEFECT. 
MOLTEN COPPER WILL ABSORB GASSES AND IN HINDSIGHT I DON'T THINK ANY 
OLDER COPPER PLANCHET SHOULD BE HEATED. 


I HAD AN AUCTION WITH BOWERS AND MERENA THIS PAST SEPTEMBER WITH A 
FAIR AMOUNT OF COLONIAL MATERIAL INCLUDED. IT'S NICE TO SEE ONES NAME 
ON THE FRONT OF AN AUCTION CATALOG BUT SOMEWHAT DEPRESSING NOW. IN 
RETROSPECT I THINK THE DISPOSITION OF A COLLECTION SHOULD BE DONE AS 
CAREFULLY AS BUYING IT. 


WHEN SUPERIOR COIN & STAMP WENT BANKRUPT IN AUGUST 1994 THEY HAD NOT

that just to the right of the hole on the reverse; there is a battered 

place that will have to be filled with additional metal and work=-d out. 

The flattened or battered area has done some damage to the side of the A 
in Nova.

Your Colonial piece. If you wer doin~ a heart transplant and the replacement 
suddenly slipped out of your hand and fell to the floor.....you have an idea 
how I felt when I applied the heat to solder the plus in place and suddenly 
the whole coin bubbled with hundreds of small bubbles and blisters. 


Almzst unheard of on a copper piece. Only a couple of times in my 30 years of 
experience. Well, 7 spent hours burnishing these bubbles back down. And I 
would have added another thin sheet of metal th the flattened place on reverse 
had this not happened. ‘This would have made it a nice job. The obverse looks 
real nice. Anotner application of heat would have completely destroyed the 
coin. I feel quite fortunate to have come out as well as [| did. 


Explanation HRM MARR E as to why this happened: IJImourities trapped 
within the metal form pockets of occluded gas which expand under heat and cause 
the elevations. (Operation was a failure but the patient lived!) 


I really fees bad that I did not fulfill you expectations but [dia the best 1 
could under the circumstances.
